HOOF  NOTES 

After  a  quarter  of  a  century  of 
breeding  young  thoroughbreds,  Tom 
Flynn  decided  to  disperse  his  Oakleigh 
Stud.  The  sale  realised  $951,000  and 
Tom  said,  “never  in  my  wildest  dreams 
did  I  expect  the  dispersal  to  produce 
such  a  big  turnover.” 

Tom’s  earliest  association  with 
horses  was  mainly  with  the  variety 
that  pull  carts.  He  was  first  married 
to  his  wife  Rose,  borrowed  $360 
from  his  father  and  bought  a  milk 
run  at  Rockdale.  He  was  then  23  and 
another  23  years  later  he  started 
Oakleigh. 

Now  72,  Tom  says:  “Time  either 
marches  or  gallops  on.” 

* 

$100,000  for  a  yearling  racehorse 
might  seem  ludicrous,  but  it  will 
happen  next  year. 

Tom  Smith  says:  “I  have  no 
doubts  that  I  will  be  bidding  a 
hundred  grand  for  a  yearling  next  year. 
The  top  price  is  already  up  to  $71,000 
and  with  inflation  and  the  way  prize 
money  is  rising  there  is  so  much 
money  around  to  buy  yearlings.  Money 
just  doesn’t  seem  a  barrier.” 

This  year  he  attended  four  yearling 
sales,  and  bought  45  yearlings  for  a 
total  of  $612,000  at  an  average  of 
$13,606. 

At  the  Sydney  Easter  sales  Tom 
spent  $400,500  to  buy  21  yearlings, 
and  he  was  unable  to  fill  his  orders 
failing  by  five  horses  to  satisfy  his 
clients. 
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SIR  LESLIE  HERRON 

Sir  Leslie  Herron,  who  died  last 
month,  was  Chief  Justice  of  NSW  from 
1962  until  1972,  but  had  been  a 
judge  of  the  Supreme  Court  since 
1941  -  almost  as  long  as  any  man  ever 
was. 

Born  at  Mosman  in  1902,  Leslie 
James  Herron  was  educated  at  Sydney 
Grammar  School  and  the  University 
of  Sydney.  He  graduated  with  honours 
in  Law  in  1925,  and  was  called  to  the 
Bar  at  the  early  age  of  23  in  the  same 
year. 

He  was  not  a  profound  lawyer. 
With  juries,  however,  he  was  a  splendid 
advocate.  He  spoke  to  them  in  a 
down-to-earth  manner  which  they 
could  understand.  In  the  country, 
especially,  he  used  the  terms  which 
meant  far  more  to  his  hearers  than  the 
punctilious  precision  of  opponents 
from  whom,  in  consequence,  he 
snatched  innumerable  verdicts. 

Sir  Leslie  took  silk  in  1939,  and 
was  appointed  to  the  Supreme  Court 
Bench  in  February  1941,  at  the  age 
of  38. 

In  his  private  life  he  followed  a 
variety  of  activities.  He  had  been  a 
good,  though  not  outstanding,  foot¬ 
baller  at  school  and  later  played  for 
Western  Suburbs.  He  was  chairman 
of  the  NSW  Rugby  Union  from  1933 
to  1939,  and  president  from  1943  to 
1956,  becoming  a  life  member. 

He  was  the  first  president  of  the 
Australian  Rugby  Union  in  1948,  and 
represented  Australia  three  times  on 
the  International  Rugby  Board. 

He  played  golf  without  particular 
distinction,  but  had  been  president 
of  the  Australian  Golf  Club  from 
1943. 

He  was  president  of  the  NSW 
Swimming  Association  for  15  years, 
becoming  a  life  member,  and  at  the 
time  of  his  death  was  president  of  the 
Sydney  Cricket  Ground  Trust. 

To  add  variety  he  was  also  president 
of  the  NSW  branch  of  the  St.  John 
Ambulance  Association. 

He  had  been  a  good  rower  at 
school  and  university. 

To  these  activities  he  added 
innumerable  charitable  tasks;  he  was 
never  deaf  to  a  charitable  appeal. 

In  1962  he  became  Chief  Justice 
and  in  1966  he  was  knighted. 

Presiding  over  the  Full  Court  of  the 


Supreme  Court,  he  brought  a  ready 
commonsense  and  clarity  of  express¬ 
ion  to  the  judgements  delivered  there. 

Sir  Leslie  became  Lieutenant- 
Govenor  of  the  State  in  1972,  and 
retired  from  the  Bench  the  following 
month. 

He  was  a  kindly,  friendly  and 
approachable  man,  even  when 
occupying  the  highest  office.  He  was 
a  judge  whose  aim  was  “to  do  right 
and  justice  to  all  manner  of  men 
without  fear  or  favour.” 

Sir  Leslie  is  survived  by  Lady 
Herron  and  a  daughter,  Mrs  Susan 
Crawford,  to  whom  we  extend  our 
sincere  condolences.  He  will  be 
missed  by  many.

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PERSONALITY  OF  THE  MONTH 


SYD  FISCHER 


It  is  probably  the  ambition  of  most 
men  to  reach  the  top  in  their  chosen 
field,  but  few  make  it. 

Syd  Fischer  is  one  of  those  people 
who  has  managed  to  succeed  in 
contrapositive  worlds  —  business  and 
sport. 

The  fact  that  he  was  recently 
elected  captain  of  the  Australian  team 
challenging  for  the  Admiral’s  Cup  in 
August  this  year  is  a  testament  to  his 
varied  and  formidable  abilities. 

In  the  business  world  he  is  chairman 
and  managing  director  of  several 
investment  and  development 
companies.  In  just  over  five  years 
under  Syd’s  guidance  one  firm  has 
advanced  its  total  assets  from  $10 
million  to  $40  million. 

He  laid  the  foundations  when  he 
began  his  own  building  business  at 
the  age  of  21  with  $100  to  his  credit. 

Briefly  that  is  the  business  side 
of  Syd  Fischer  -  from  a  humble  start 
he  fashioned  one  of  Australia’s  most 
successful  investment  and  develop¬ 
ment  companies. 

The  drive  which  took  him  to  the 
top  in  the  world  of  high  finance  has 
also  taken  him  to  the  top  in  one  of 
the  most  gruelling  of  competitive 
sports  -  ocean  yacht  racing. 

One  of  Australia’s  leading  yachts¬ 
men,  he  was  named  Yachtsman  of  the 
Year  in  1971,  for  his  effort  in  winning 
the  World  One  Ton  Cup  title.  Syd’s 


name  was  added  to  an  honour  roll 
which  bears  such  names  as  Bill  Northam, 
David  McKay,  John  Cuneo,  Jock 
Sturrock,  Bob  Miller  and  Carl  Ryves. 

Syd  began  sailing  competitively 
only  12  years  ago  but  has  always  been 
a  top  sportsman,  playing  first  grade 
Rugby  League  for  Manly  and  surfboat 
sweep  with  North  Steyne  and  Bilgola 
surf  clubs  in  his  younger  days. 

His  first  boat  was  the  41 -footer 
Penando.  In  1962  he  bought  Malohi, 
which  he  sailed  into  fifth  place  in  the 
1963  and  1966  Sydney-Hobart  races. 

With  his  sights  on  the  1969 
Admiral’s  Cup  he  commissioned  top 
American  naval  architect,  Olin 
Stephens,  to  design  Ragamuffin  — 
which  was  an  instant  success  in  ocean 
racing.  This  was  the  most  successful 
Australian  yacht  in  the  1969  and  1971 
Admiral’s  Cup  series. 

In  1969  Ragamuffin  won  the 
Channel  race  and  was  second  in  the 
Fastnest  race,  as  well  as  being  the 
second  highest  individual  point 
scorer  and  Royal  Offshore  Racing 
Club  point  score  champion  in 
Britain  that  season  although  she 
competed  in  only  three  of  nine  races 
with  the  best  four  counting. 

In  1971  Ragamuffin  was  top 
individual  point  scorer,  and  won  the 
Fastnest  race. 

Along  with  Apollo  II  and  Ginko, 
Ragamuffin  will  make  up  Australia’s 


team  challenge  for  the  Admiral’s  Cup 
in  August  this  year  -  and  according 
to  Syd  it  is  a  first  class  team. 

He  regards  yachting  as  both  a  sport 
and  a  way  to  relax.  But  you  won’t 
find  him  on  the  harbour  mid-week. 
“I  don’t  mix  business  with  pleasure”, 
he  says,  “but  I  probably  have  the 
same  determination  in  yacht  racing 
as  I  have  in  business.  That  is  my 
nature.” 

“There  are  different  principles  how¬ 
ever.  In  business  you  have  an  obligation 
to  your  shareholders.  In  a  yacht  race 
you  have  one  obligation  to  your  crew 
and  your  boat,  and  that  is  to  win. 

“I  enjoy  it,  although  there  are 
times  when  I  wonder  ‘what  am  I  doing 
in  a  place  like  this?’  Those  are  the 
nights  when  it  is  bitterly  cold  and  the 
rain  is  spitting  in  your  face  and  there 
is  a  40  to  70  knot  wind  blowing. 

“But  when  it  is  all  over  everyone 
on  board  enjoys  the  knowledge  that 
you  have  come  through  it  together 
and  that  you  have  been  sufficiently 
good  seamen  to  have  beaten  the 
challenge. 

“And  above  all,  there  is  a  certain 
comradeship  between  the  fellows  after 
they  have  all  taken  a  bit  of  a  hiding. 
That  is  what  makes  ocean  racing.” 

Australians  and  Tattersall’s  Club 
members  in  particular  wish  the  team 
the  very  best  of  luck  with  their 
Admiral’s  Cup  challenge.
